presently (1300 Local 24 APR 90) still in port awaiting on-loading of drugs. 

b. WHERE: Drugs will be "dropped" Tor later pickup on the northwestern 
end o-f a very small island (see Fig- 1) which is part of a cluster o-f very 
small, unhabited islands off the northwestern coast o-f a much larger island. 
The northwestern coast o-f this much larger island looks like a jaguar's head 
when seen -from the air, or on a map. Dowsing produced a general area -for 
this island group at approximatel y 21 degrees N / 72 degrees W, which is 
between the Bahamas and the Turk & Caicos Island group (see map, Fig. 2).
